His proposal met with 
hearty expressions of assent from all 
parts of the banquet-room. 

COME ON SPECIAL TRAIN. 


Although some of the delegates 
from different parts of the State came 
to Santa Rosa last night, the main 
body, nearly 300 strong, reached here 
early this morning on a special train 
from San Francisco. This bore W- 
liam J. Dutton, president of the Cali- 
fornia Development Board, and many 
officers and directors of the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce. Mem- 
bers of the chambers from Fresno and 
Kings counties also were on board. 
On reaching Santa Rosa the delegates 
were given a royal welcome by the 
Santa Rosans and escorted to the au- 
ditorium.

Without exception the speakers 
characterized the proposed eight-hour 
law as a most vicious and indefensible 
one, which would not only cripple both 
labor and industry throughout the 
State, but would exert a harmful ef- 
fect on practically every person 
California. 

W. T. Selleck said the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association of San 
Francisco and California was opposed 
to the measure, and added that the 
interests of the merchants and manu- 
facturers meant the interests of the 
entire State. 

“No greater fallacy ever took pos- 
session of the minds of the people 
of this country than that we can leg- 
islate ourselves into a condition of 
peace and prosperity,” said Selleck.

There is no necessity in the pres- 
ent situation for a universal eight- 
hour law.

The statements, which are witnessed 
by leut. Baron von Lersener, late 
secretary of the German Embassy at 
Washington and now attached to the 
General Staff, and by Lieut. Baron 
Berckheim, follow, and are accom- 
panied by a photograph of two flat- 
tened bullets evidentiy for use in a 
revolver: 

“It was issued at Plymouth with re- 
volver ammunition. It was flat-no 
As I was in doubt about it being cor- 
rect ammunition, and being unabie to 
obtain any definite information from 
superior authority concerning the 
matter, I put my revolver ammuni- 
tion in the ground four days before 
the Mons (August 23) engagement, 
which was the first time I met the 
German army. At the same time I 
placed my revolver in my heavy bag- 
gage and never carried it again. 

“The revolver ammunition was of 
the same pattern as issued to me and 
other officers of the Gordon High- 
landers in June, last, to fire their an- 
nual revolver course.

“As regards revoiver ammunition, 
the bullet as issued was a flat-nosed 
one. The first time 1 had ever seen 
this bullet was during the summer at 
annual practice. 

“I make above statement in writing 
at the request of Baron von Lersner 
as a summary of answers I gave him 
to verbal questions he asked me.

TO TRY AGAIN. 

After much discussion the commit- 
tee decided that it was unfair to 
California to keep freshmen from 
playing on varsity teams when Stan- 
ford would not do likewise. The ex- 
perience of the past year shows that 
such a reguiation is not a matter for 
internal regulation. ‘but, for mtercol- 
legiate agreement. It was then de- 
cided to revoke the ruling and play 
with all four represented, but 
it was clearly stated that California 
Will attempt by every possible means 
to have the freshmen regulation em- 
bodied in the new intercollegiate 
agreement which will be drawn up in 
January, 1915. 

THERE’S A REASON. 

To many California will seem to 
be putting herself in an awkward 
position by repealing a regulation 
which she heartily favors, but there's 
a reason. If the Blue and Gold should 
win the big game and then 8g to 
Sanford with a request that fresh- 
men be excluded, it is felt that Stan- 
ford would be reluctant to pass such 
a ruling until the foothall score was 
evened up. é 

She would be anxious to retrieve 
her defeat and would naturally want 
to keep all her Rugby stock available. 
If California plays with three classes, 
loses the big game, and then breaches 
the freshman matter, she feels that 
Stanford may attribute the renewed 
interest in the regulation to soreness 
because of the defeat by an opponent 
using four classes This is briefly the 
stand taken by California. 

The associated students will short- 
Iv be called on to vote on the fresh- 
man question. The Executive Com- 
mittee desires to have an opinion di- 
rect from the students. The vote will 
be taken on a set of instructions to 
the intercollegiate representative. 
These instructions will insist that the 
representative do his utmost to have 
prohibited from varsity 
teams. The passage of such a measure 
by the students seems assured.

ETROGRAD, Oct. 15 (via London,

man and Russian troops is now 
going on within eight miles of War- 
saw, Russian Poland. 


German troops are now around 


Polangen and Jurburg, just across the 
boundary of northeast Prussia. The 
Russians at present are making no 
effort to advance further than the east 
boundary of east Prussia. 

The official decision to defend the 


city of Warsaw is regarded here as 
important in two ways. First, it in- 
dicates that the Germans have been 
thwarted in their attempts to 
straighten their front along a north 
and south line so that it would ex- 
tend from Ostrolenka, sixty miles 
northeast of Warsaw, through Sando- 
mir into Galicia, and second, the Ger-

With the exception of an engage- 
ment south of Przemysl where the 
Russian left wing is reported as hav- 
ing been successful in repulsing the 
advancing Austrians and Germans, ac- 
tivity at other points on the line ap- 
pears to have been suspended.

from the Russian frontier in the 
northern part of East Prussia. The 
Russians at present are making no 
effort to advance further east than 
the Doundaty of East Prussia.

ne value of this story is that of 
the effect which it must ever produce 
upon us. There are senses in which it

, | DEATH CALLS AWAY ONE OF THE 
STATE’S POPULAR 
OIL MEN. 


Death yesterday morning claimed 
LC. Blakeslee, one of the most popu- 
lar oil men in the State. He passed 
away at his home, No. 935 Grattan 
street, after a lingering illness, at the 


age of 48. His death was the result of 


a complication of intestinal diseases. 
During his lifetime he had to undergo 
several operations, and from the ef- 
fects of the last, about a year ago, he 
never fully recovered. He leaves a 
widow and three children—Ralph K. 
Harold , and Helen M. Biakeslee 
as well as his mother, Mrs. L. C. 
Blakeslee, of Bradford, Pa. 


Beside his connection with the oll 
business, Mr. Blakeslee also spent 
a considerable portion of his life in 
the newspaper profession. 

Funeral services over the remains 
will be held at 2 p.m., today at the 
family residence, Rev. John Balcolm 
Shaw of Immanuel Presbyterian 
Church, of which Mr. Blakeslee was 
a member, officiating. Interment will 
be at Inglewood Park Cemetery. 

Not only was Mr. Blakeslee well 
known among the oil men in executive 
offices in this city, where he had re- 
sided fourteen years, but there are 
probably not many among the field 
workers and 
those employed more recently, who 
did not know him in person or by 
reputation. As agent first for the Oil 
Well Supply Company and later for 
the Williamsport Wire Rope Manu- 
facturing Company, he came in close 
contact with operators all over Cali- 
fornia. 

Born at Du Quoisne, III., his parents 
took him to Bradford, when about 8 
Years of age. Later he attended 
Oberlin College, O. Following this 
he d in newspaper work and 
in the oil business in Pennsylvania. 
He wrote principally on oil topics, dis- 
paying marked comprehension of the 


subject. 

| Im 1900 he came to Los Angeles 
and became connécted with a news- 
Paper. Later he secured a position 
with the Oil Well Supply Company, 
and finally with the Williamsport Wire 
Rope Manufacturing Company. 

He was also president of the Purity 
Gasoline Company, at the time that 
concern was organized, as the first 
company to engage in the manu- 
facture of gasoline by the compres- 
sion method in the Santa Maria field. 
He remained a director until the time 
of his death. During all this period 
he gave some attention to newspaper 
work. 

Mr. Blakeslee was a Scottish Rite 
Mason.

Mr. Morse testified that his signa- 
ture to articles published in the In- 
vestment Company's publication, 
Homes,“ relating to the guarantee 
fund was affixed without his author- 
‘lity, and that the statements con- 
tained in these articles were changed 
following an investigation of the 
‘lbank’s affairs by State Banking Ex- 


aminer Sinclair. 

Mr Harris, Hérris’s attorneys, war- 
ren D. Isenberg and R. M. Fulton, be- 
fore Morse was called to the witness 
stand, filed numerous documents, in- 
cluding checks purporting to show the 
transaction of 
‘i business by the Investment Company, 
the guarantee fund and other institu- 
tions connected with the Investment 
Company. By virtue of these the at- 
torneys endeavored to establish what 
they termed a complete circle in the 
activities of the Los Angeles Invest- 
ment, Home Makers and the Guaran- 
tee Fund.

WOULD CITY'S. 


CREDIT SLUMP? 


— — 


Mayor Against Welding with 


County Offices. 


Voices Fears in Veto Sent to 
the Council. 


Officials Take Other Views, 


but Sustain Veto. 


Whether the city’s credit stability 
would be unfavorably affected by the 
proposed consolidation of the offices 
of City Assessor and City Tax Col- 
lector with the similar county offices 
is a question raised by Mayor Rose in 


a veto message sent to the Council 


yesterday on the ordinance, express- 
ing the city’s policy of presenting the 
subject of such a consolidation to the 
voters November 3. 

In this message the Mayor says: 

“There, is a serious question in- 
volved to the effect that the divesting 
by the city itself of all control over 
its revenue-producing powers may ex- 
ercise an unfavorable influence upon 
the stability of the city’s credit, both 
at home and abroad.” 

The Council sustained the Mayor’s 
veto—not on the grounds mentioned 
above, however, but because it has 
decided that it is more practicable to 
Place the collection of license fees in 
the hands of the City Clerk than in 
the hands of the City Treasurer, as 
was provided in the draft of the ordi- 
nance. 

After the veto was sustained the 
ordinance draft was sent back to the 
City Attorney and Finance Commit- 
tee to make this change, and it will 
be again presented to the Council 
next week. 2 

As to the Mayor’s contention about 
the consolidation being a possibie 
menace to the stability of the city’s 
credit, well-known financial men of 
the city take an entirely opposite 
view. They declare that the consoli- 
dation would tend to strengthen the 
city’s credit, rather than injure it, as 
financiers would have a practical 
demonstration of the city's intention 
to conserve its resources and enforce 
economy. 

Members of the Council who have 
been active in promoting the move- 
ment for consolidation, whereby the 
county will assess and collect for the 
city at a cost of one-sixth of one per 
cent. of the -.taxes collected, were 
much perturbed by the suggestion of 
the Mayor. They declared his prem- 
ises are incorrect. The Finance Com- 
mittee called a meeting yesterday aft- 
ernoon to confer with financiers and 
get their expressions of opinion on 
the point raised. 

At this conference, besides Council- 
men Whiffen, Conwell and Williams, 
members of the Council's Finance 
Committee, were present F. W. Braun, 
O. N. Souden, J. W. Langbuer, Lewis 
Cole, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce; City Attorney Stephens, 
County Assessor Hopkins and City 


The .entire consolidation plan was 
discussed and particular attention was 
given to the point the Mayor had 
raised. The general expression of 
opinion was that the apprehension 
was unfounded. 

“I take direct issue with the 
Mayor,” said Mr. Souden, “as I can- 
not concede

Similar expressions of opinion were 
made by others in the conference, but

tion as to the dangers that beset their 
handiwork in the future. 

We have said above “uninspired 
human minds.” If these great states- 
men were not inspired as the prophet 
Isaiah and the apostle Paul were, 
their inspiration differed in degree, 
not in kind. 

When they contemplated their 
work and looking backward into the 
past and forward into the future they 
saw what had happened to similar un- 
dertakings and prognosticated the 
dangers that would beset their own 
work, they said with clear-eyed 
vision: Eternal vigilance is the 
price of liberty.” 

They had already said in tne Decla- 
ration of Independence: “All men 
are created equal.” They held this to 
be an axiomatic statement expressing 
a self-evident fact. They knew that 
although at creation, an act of divine 
power, each man is the equal of the 
other, the equality ceased at the man’s 
conception and each man began to dif- 
ferentiate from every other man long 


up safeguards to protect the weak 
from the strong, the poor from the 
rich, the ignorant from the intellectu- 
ally developed, the few from the 
many. 

They did this in order that the re- 
sult of their work should not be frus- 
trated. Their intention was that ev- 


ery man should enjoy rights which 


before his birth. Therefore, they set 


they held to be inalienable, “life, lib- 


erty and the pursuit of happiness.” 

The dangers of upsetting the work 
they intended to accomplish lay in ig- 
norance on the part of the individual 
citizen and of selfishness on the part 
of citizens acting alone or in aggre- 
gations. 


In order to provide enlighten- 
ing knowledge, their first care 
was to establish a system of publie 
instruction and to guarantee the un- 
trammeled liberty of the press in or- 
der that every citizen of the country 
might have the ability to read and the 
opportunity to obtain proper informa- 
tion as to his duties as a citizen and 
guidance of his steps in performing 
his duty. Owing to this care we have 
in the United States the most admi- 
rable system of public instruction ever 
enjoyed by any people. 

This was an easy task, but to pro- 
tect the citizenship of the country 
generally from the second danger, in- 
nate, universal human selfishness, the 
task was difficult—impossible of ac- 
complishment by the framers of the 
government, and dependent only upon 
the wise, consistent and persistent ac- 
tion of the individual voter. 


Of all the selfishness that endangers 
the American Republic and prevents 
its citizens from enjoying “life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness,” .the 
worst, most general and persistent is 
the selfishness of its governors who 
ought to be statesmen, but in most 
cases, alas, are merely politicians. 
Statesmen know that a public office 
is a public trust,” and in theory we all 
hold that the office holder ought to be 
the servant of the public and ought 
to administer the office for the bene- 
fit of the public. That is statesman- 
ship. 

The politician merely holds office 
for the sake of the emoluments that 
come from it, and his activities are al- 
together directed to his own re-elec- 
tion and the election of the aggrega- 
tion that hold together for the sake of 
the offices and the plunder that at- 
tach to the holding of office and the 
administering of it. 

The men who drew up the Declara- 
tion of Independence and who draited 
the Constitution of the United States 
would turn in their graves if they 
could comprehend the infamy of the 
latest bill passed by the Congress of 
the United States, known as the Clay- 
ton bill. It is subversive of every 
principle contained in the Constitu-

For Peace, not War. 


Ty OWN at Point Fermin work has already 

begun in mounting great fourteen-inch 
rifles to protect the Los Angeles harbor 
against an enemy coming by sea. The gov- 
ernment will first and last spend $3,000,000 
in this work, which is not begun a day too 
soon. There is $200,000 on hand for the 
work, which is estimated to be sufficient to 
install one battery of three fourteen-inch 
guns and a battery of lighter guns. These, 
of course, are all of the disappearing type, 
and among the most powerful in use. 
big engines of destruction have an effective 
range of twelve miles, and throw heavier 
metal than any gun carried by any dread- 
nousht in the world.

The desks are of mahogany, and 
are more like school desks than those which 
we formerly had in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The building has also rooms 
for the President and secretaries, and there 
is a Congress hall, where the President 
reads his message to both houses, which 
come together for the purpose. 

The government 
branches: Executive, consisting of the 
President and his Cabinet; legislative, com- 
prising tl ( two houses of Congress, and 
judicial, embracing the courts. The country 
is divided into provinces, which correspond 
to our States, and departments, that may be 
compared to our counties. The President 
appoints the Governors of the provinces and 
the chief officers of the counties. They in 
turn appeint the officials under them, 80 
that the President practically controls the 
civil service of the country. He also con- 
trols the courts, appointing the judges and 
their subordinates, with the approval of the 
Council of State. 

The courts are like ours in some respects 
and different in others. There is a supreme 
court at the capital, which supervises all the 
other courts of the republic. There are six 
courts of appeal, one in each of the princi- 
pal cities, and there are minor courts scat- 
tered over the country. Thereis no jury 
system except in the cases where the free- 


dom of the press has been abused. All | 


trials are before one or more judges, the 
government being represented by public 
prosecutors. The police are under the con- 
trol of the Minister of the Interior, and seem 
to be very well managed. Police expenses 


are paid out of the national treasury. 


Rather Fight Than Eat. 


The Chileans are proud of their army. 
They are natural soldiers, and it is said 
they would rather fight than eat. Accord- 
ing to the laws, every able-bodied citizen is 
obliged to serve in the army, and recruits 
are called up in their twentieth year and 
trained for one year. , They afterward serve 
off and on for nine years in the reserve. 
The country is divided into zones or mili- 
tary districts, each of which forms a com- 
plete division of mobilization. The total 
strength of the army is 1200 officers and 
26,000 men. 

The country nas good military schools 
and its officers are all trained by Germans. 
The army is said to be about the most effi- 
cient in South America. : | 

As to financial matters, the government o 
Chile is more cheaply run than that of the 
United States. The Chilean government 
costs about $80,000,000 a year. Ours costs 
about $2,000,000 a day, and in this is not in- 
cluded our postal account or the loans and 
payments on the public debt. The govern- 
ment of Chile controls the most of the rail- 
ways, and it has a net loss of some millions 
of pesos from that source every year. The 
roads are badly managed and poorly 
equipped, and their officials and employees 
are a part of the political machine rather 
than efficient servants of the traveling pub- 
lic. 
A large part of the government receipts— 
not quite one-half—comes from the export 
duties on nitrate and the sale of nitrate 
properties. Another source of government 
income is the import duties, which amount 
to about $11,000,000 a year. The tariff cov- 
ers nearly everything, with the notable ex- 
ception of printing paper, which is admitted 
free on the ground that books and news- 
papers are a benefit to the public and that 
they should receive public aid. All publi- 
cations are distributed without postage, 
and white paper sells for less than it does in 
the United States, and that notwithstanding 
it has to be carried 10,000 miles or more to 
the markets. 

There is one more difference between the 
government of Chile and ours, and that is 
as to religion. We do not believe in any 
union of the church and state. The Roman 
Catholic religion is maintained by this gov-

Some Lonely Islands. 

{Stray Stories:] Though scientific prog- 
ress has made it possible to do a double 
journey between England and America in a 
fortnight, there remain many islands with 
which it takes years to communicate. 

Off the Scottish coast are the groups of 
islands known as the Hebrides, 
and Shetlands. Of these the most isolated 
island is St. Kilda, some three miles long 
and two miles broad. The inhabitants lead 
lives of great loneliness, for 
month to get to the next island, and the sea 
often makes any communication with St. 
Kilda impossible for months. 3 

The group of eight Phoenix islands in the 
Pacific has a total population of only 158, 
while another little bit of the British em- 
pire is Fanning Island. This is a landing- 
place for the Pacific submarine cable, and 
usually there are about 100 people in the 
place. 
The loneliest of all parts of British ter- 
ritory is the Island of Tritsan Da Cunha, in 
the South Atlantic, which is also the small- 
est inhabited island in the empire. It is 
1800 miles from land, has a population of 
seventy-four Scottish-Americans, and the 
inhabitants get news of the outer world usu- 
ally once every two years. 


Floor of Ancient Church. 

[Chicago Herald:] Dr. George L. Robin- 
son of the McCormick Theological Semi- 
nary, who has returned to Chicago after a 
year’s study of ruins in Palestine, reports 
the finding of an ancient mosaic floor one 
mile south of Mt. Nebo. 

“The floor was discovered by an Arabian 
farmer who dug into the earth to build a 
foundation for a barn,” he said. “The floor 
was in one of the early Christian churches 
and was built in the third or fourth century.

Mrs. Brown or Mrs. Smith need culture. I 
should think that if those ladies would stop 
and think about the matter, they would feel 
a sort of resentment at anyone who pre 
sumed to appropriate the personal task of 
determining the lines which their study 
and culture should take. 

“While programmes of study in club life 
very subtly aim at the development of the 
individual, it seems to me, unless the indi- 
vidual is in a stage of rather deplorable un- 
development, she in reality strikes a pow- 
erful blow at the very heart of individual- 
ism. The thing is much like sending one’s 
child to a denominational school in which 
the tenets of a certain sect are taught, to 
the exclusion of all other ethical training. 
It fosters thinking automatically together. 
When a woman begins to allow another 
woman to direct her thinking, she begins 
to hand over to that other woman just so 
much of her God-given personal power and 
initiative. The ultimate result of this ten- 
dency seems never to have presented itself 
to women in clubs. What will be the result 
in themselves and in society of the habit of 
automatically thinking together? The Fed- 
eration indorses a measure and unquestion- 
ably almost as if it came direct from 
heaven, most women who are federated 
club members accept the indorsement and 
Since the en- 
francnisement of women, of course the po- 
litical significance of this is tremendous. 
All the designing politician needs to do is 
to get the little group of women who offi- 
cer the Federation thinking his way, and he 
has the Federation right where he wants it. 
What will this tendency, and I may say in- 
clination, of groups of women to be domi- 
nated by other smaller groups of stronger 
women, or single individuals, ultimately re- 
sult in? The development of individual 
ism? Hardly. It means in modern woman- 
hood what Socialism means in politics—the 
ultimate subjection and dominance of the 
large, weaker groups by the small, stronger 
groups or single individuals. No system 
changes human nature fundamentally. 
The best systems aim to consider its weak- 
nesses and safeguard them. And how sub- 
tly both these movements in modern life, 
Socialism, and the cry for unity in the 
women's clubs, purport to be for the great- 
est good of the individual, and how admira- 
bly they may be made to serve exactly the 
opposite purpose, the crushing of individu- 
alism. Curious, isn’t it? 

“The very machinery of the organization 
of the Federation of Women's Clubs lends 
itself only too well to the kind of dominance 
which I have mentioned, the rule of the ma- 
jority by the minority, as they call it in po- 
litical life. Delegates at conventions may 
throw their support and influence to a thing 
which the majorities in the clubs which 
they represent would not support at ali— 
which would be something near treason to 
the parent body. And the parliamentary 
procedure of the State conventions may 
easily be made to operate to kill any meas- 
ure which the small body of officers do not 
wish to see indorsed by the federation. At 
a State Federation convention in Riverside 
last spring there were represented by dele- 
gates present hundreds of women whose 
investments, life work and most sacred 
ideals of political justice were involved in 
a resolution touching a measure to be voted 
on by the people at the coming November 
election. Now the delegate who was in- 
structed to get a hearing for this resolution, 
and a consideration of it by the federation, 
was never allowed to bring up her resolu- 
tion, being overruled by the parliamenta- 
rian, provided the Federation means to 


-lited representative of an important club in 


the northern part of the State, and cer- 
tainly in all fairness entitled to at least a 
hearing. The reason afterward quite 
frankly given for the treatment of her was 
that the matter savored of politics. A per- 
fectly good and legitimate reason for the 
action of the chairwoman and parliamenta- 
rian, provided the Federation means to 
stand by this position taken at Riverside 
last spring. But what of the recent in- 
dorsement of the redlight abatement act by 
the State Federation of Women’s Clubs? 
Does not that also savor rather strongly of 
Why indorse one political meas- 


ure outright and not even show the courtesy 


of giving another a hearing? Is the State 
Federation playing politics after the com- 
mon manner of professional politicians, or 
not? That is a question I should really 
like to have answered. No matter how 
meritorious, or otherwise, the political 
measure involved—and the Federation has 
certainly indorsed some meritorious legisla- 
tion—the instance I have cited shows that 
a small group of women are dominating the 
women’s clubs, And I can say without fear 
of reasonable contradiction that the domi- 
nance of the individual by a group or by 
another individual, does not develop indi- 
vidualism in the dominated.” 

I had no idea that The Gentlewoman 
knew so much about the inner workings of 
women's clubs. I did not know she had 
ever really seen inside them. I had con- 
nected her with the outside, which is all 
lovely women in beautiful gowns, comfort- 
able electric broughams and racy roadsters 
drawn up in front of a luxurious clubhouse, 
where exquisitely-decorated tables await 
merry, chattering diners. But in this mat- 
ter, as in all other matters relating to the 
fundamentals of life, I found that The Gen- 
tlewoman had gone to the bottom of it in 
her clean, eager search for the unvarnished 
truth. 

Once or twice The Gentlewoman had 
flamed like a keen white light while she 
talked. Sbe loves women, and knows per- 
fectly their high destiny, and, like all others 
who know this, it hurts her in a peculiar, 
personal way when they fail in anything, or 
seem to fail. 

She glanced at the little copper clock on 
her desk and arose to go and order the tea. 
I expected there would be dainty, crisp let- 
tuce sandwiches, sunshine cake, which The 
Gentlewoman makes herself, and which 
well merits its name, and such tea as rarely 
can be tasted outside a Russian drawing- 
room or an English country house. And 
when Quong Wo, who has been with her as 
many years as she has been keeping house, 
came in bringing the tea service, I found 
my expectations fulfilled. | 

“As to the other side of club life,” contin- 
ued The Gentlewoman after the tea was 
served, “the encouragement of high social 
ideals, such as universal peace, education of 
the masses on vital questions concerning 
their welfare, the conservation of the great 
natural resources that supply needs of life, 
the establishment of equitable and frater- 
nal relations between the great classes of 
labor and capital, I believe that women’s 
clubs may be useful. But they can be so 
only if they work fairly. Otherwise they 
will only add to the existing confusion in 
all these matters. They might become the 
center of equilibrium of great conflicting 
social elements. But not by hearing only 
one side of a question. Not by closing their 
ears to one side and compelling the other 
to go unheard. That means bias, and bias 
means lack of balance and ultimate ineffec- 
tiveness. The thing that will thwart the 
first specific purpose of the club will thwart 
its second specific purpose. When smal! 
groups of women, actuated by a selfish am- 
bition for power, .begin to dominate the 
clubs for political purposes, the fine funda- 
mental purposes of the club are made to 
serve base ends.” 

“Then you do think that the woman’s 
club has a place and a purpose in the life of 
modern woman,” I said. 

“Yes, women's clubs are now a perma- 
nent feature of modern society. They have 
a purpose; they can be made to serve noble 
ends. That is exactly why I deplore so 
much their present tendency to employ 
common political methods of operation. No- 
ble ends cannot be served in that way. If 
women would devote the next ten years to 
the serious task of developing themselves 
as individuals, educating themselves in 
their peculiar, lofty requirements as a sex, 
in the ultimate significance of their pres- 
ent unrest, impatience and political intoxi- 
cation, they would find that their excruci- 
ating experiences wotld take on new value, 
would be wrought everlastingly into a great 
solid social character. Then they might 
knock at the gates of the world, and the 
gates of the world would open.” 

“Will you tell me just what you mean by 
a social character? I have been thinking 
about that myself. I should like to have 
your views,” I said. 
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Over the teacups one can be a little more 
intimate, a little more personal, and I was 
glad that The Gentlewoman took the oppor- 
tunity to illustrate her term by a concrete 
example. 

“I mean just this: On one of the rare 
occasions that I go to my club, I saw the 
publicity manager of a corporation, to which 
one of the women who was in the receiving 
line is violently opposed (without knowing 
why, probably!) walk up to the woman and 
ask her a simple, civil question. The 
woman who was in the receiving line is a 
woman of culture and resource, and has had 
a fine social training, but, unbelievable as 
the thing may seem, she paid no attention 
to the question asked her by the little grab 


corporation employee; she started in on a 


tirade of abuse of the corporation, and ar- 
\raigned the publicity manager in particu- 
lar for some story she had circulated a 
short time previously. I am very glad to 
tell you that the little publicity manager 


never for a moment lost her poise. Noth- 


ing could have been more gentle and ladylike 
than her reply, but underneath her courte- 
ous words there gleamed a sarcasm so fine 
that it reminded me of a keen blade of steel 
being hurled through the air. This partic- 
ular clubwoman is taking a prominent part 
in the explanation of certain amendments 
to be voted on this fall by the people. She 
frequently speaks to crowds of unlearned, 
uncultured women. And she has never 
learned the crime of poisoning little people. 
The pity of it! ; 

“To me social character means standing 
solidly for these principles: Consideration 
of the rights and viewpoints of all individu- 
als concerned, and not any particular group 
to the exclusion of other groups or individu- 
als: justice to all; an open mind; patience 
to investigate and look squarely at the ulti- 
mate end of any plan proposed, always hold- 
ing the rights of the individual as the first 
consideration; and, above all, the recogni- 
tion of close kinship with all the world, 
which is so essential in women, who are th 
race bearers of the world.” 

I knew that The Gentlewoman was just 
using her own terms to say that what 
women need is to extract from their inner 
selves all hereditary traces of feline affilia- 
tions or relations catamount to the same 
thing, as well as centuries-old tendencies 
toward intrigue, and the dodging of vital but 
unpleasant facts, before they start out to re- 
form the world. 

I finished my tea while The Gentlewoman 
told me of her plan for remodeling a superb 
black velvet gown in which I have always 
admired her greatly. 
talk dress, but the little copper clock on 
her desk struck 5, and I hurried away, re- 
solved to bring up the subject on my next 
visit. 


Novices in Jinrikishas. 

{Japan Magazine:] When the European 
or American tourist first lands in Japan he 
at once demands a jinrikisha. Having read 
of it and heard so much of it he wants an 


immediate experience of it as soon as he 
finds himself in the land of its birth. Al- 
most any day one may see a procession of 
men and women, ashore for a day or two 
from a steamer in port, making their way up 
the crowded thoroughfares of Tokio, sitting 
rather awkwardly in their jinrikishas, 
trembling unbalanced over the axle, not 
knowing whether the thing is going to tip 
backward or fall forward, so loosely does 
the puller seem to hold the shafts. The first 
time one gets into a jinrikisha he always 
feels like a baby, and this gawkish sensa- 
tion coupled with that of the uncertainty of 
one’s position in balancing it, renders the 
experience not quite so pleasant as antici- 
pated. But the only way for comfort is to 
sit back at one’s ease and leave the respon-

USSIA stakes less loss of foreign 
commerce on the war than does 
any of the other belligerents. She 
also stands to win most, in the way of the 
commerce that comes from the development 
of her vast national resources under the 


new political conditions which are promised 


tional 


afier the war. 

The United States, notwithstanding the 
friction which grew out of the abrogation of 
the historic treaty between the two coun- 
tries because Kussia would not liberalize 
her treatment of the Jews, is in an unusu- 
ally good position to benefit by coming de- 
velopments. The advantage which comes 
to her as a neutral nation in the neutral 
markets of South America and the Orient 
during the war also comes to her in rela- 
tion to the Russia of the future. 

The statement credited to the Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs that, as a result 
of the war the great markets of the 
Russian empire will be thrown open to 
Engiand and. America, must be taken with 
some allowance, if it means that these coun- 
tries are to have exclusive benefits at the 
expense of others. Nations which have 
been engaged in a savage struggle of arms, 
such as the present one, do not find it ad- 
visable to inaugurate commercial wars when 
arms become silent. 

When the gigantic contest is over it is 
not likely that Russia will have one com- 
mercial policy for England and the United 
States, and another for the rest of the world. 
Yet, though war passions wear themselves 
out, there is no question that the loss of 
trade to Germany and Austria will be heavy 
and will outlast the end of the war. 

A great prospective loss will be in the 
probable indisposition of the Russian ov 
ernment to encourage German participa- 
tion in the numerous development enter- 
prises that @re certain to be imaugurated 
when the peace era comes. 


Self-interest First. 


The United States need not ask favors in 
the markets of Russia as against other 


countries. All she wants is the opportunity 
to share those markets on equal terms and 
to participate in the trede which comes 
from the development of the enormous natu- 
ral resources of the great empire. 

The resources of Russia are as stupendous 
as her extent of territory. Her own indus- 
tries as so far developed are only a faint 
echo of-these resources 

Manganese is one of the greatest sources 
of national wealth. The iron industry of the 
United States had a tremor of apprehension 
when the war broke out because of its de- 
pendence on the manganese of the Caucasus 
Mountains. Brazil.and India supply the 
ore. but not in such Abundant quantities. 

Europe and the United States annually 
consume 2,200,000 tons of manganese, of 
which Russia supplies about 1,100,000 tons. 
Most of this is from the Caucasus, although 
the Urals aiso have a reserve supply. 

So important is the ore that the Russian 
manganese producers hold annual con- 
gresses to discuss the conditions of the pro- 
duction and the foreign market. A perma- 
nent council of the congress supervises the 
production and distribution of the man- 
ganese. It also provides for the regula- 
tion of the industry and it has inaugurated 
a system of welfare measures for the work- 
men 

England takes iron ore as well as man- 
ganese from Russia. As a measure of na- 
policy, the government encourages 
the domestic iron and stee! industry. 

The production of coal is approximately 
75,000,000 tons a year. The chief source of 
coal supply is from the Donetz Basin, which 
has undergone the greatest development 
during the last few years. The Donetz Ba- 
sin is now producing about 34,000,000 tons of 
coal annually, which is above one-half the 
total coal consumption of the country. Be- 
tween 16 per cent. and 18 per cent. of the 
coal consumed is imported. Coke is also im- 
ported. 

Russian production of pig iron ranges 
from 4,000,000 tons to 5,000,000 tons per 
year. This is not large as compared with 
Germany and England, yet it is the basis 
of an important iron and steel industry. 
There is a Russian iron and steel syndicate 
which controls the manufacture.

Last year the produc- 
tion of merchant iron exceeded $00,000 tons, 
While steel rails amounted to 740,000 tons. 

Russian milis on the Black Sea have ex- 
ported steel rails to india. Tin plate is 
manufactured at Odessa, most of the black 
plate being obtained trom Ensland. although 
Northern Kussia furnishes some. 

Zinc and silver lead ores are found in the 
Caucasus, and also in Polish Russia, near 
Warsaw. Among the rarer metals is the 
platinum of the Urals: The Atrato Valley 
of Colombia is about the only competitor 
that the Urals have in the production of 
platinum. 

Russia’s Copper and Oil interests. 


— — 


Russia's copper production up to the 
present time has not been large and the 


bulk of the copper for her electrical indus- 
tries has been imported. The electrical in- 
dustry is looked upon as one which offers 
great possibilities for the future. Recently 
it Was reported that the government in 
tended to utilize the water power of the 
Caucasus to change the steam railways 160 
electrical ones. 

The cement industry is one that has been 
rapidly developing, and the establishment 
of new cement factories is constantly re- 
ported. 

The Russian oil fields have been one ol 
the greatest sources of national wealth, and 
they still are a national asset of much value, 
both for domestic purposes and for foreign 
commerce. The Standard Oil Company is 
well aware of this fact, since it bas had to 
meet the competition of the Batum oil fields. 
Russia is still next to the United States in 
oil production, but not to the same extent 
as formerly. The latest reports have ind! 
cated a slight relative falling-off. 

According to these reports, the production 
was slightly in excess of 9,000,000 tons in 
1913, as against 9.200.000 tons the previous 
year. A dozen years ago the production 
was close to 11,000,000 tons. 

The textile industry is in all senses Rus- 
sts leading one. it is centered at Poland, 


sufficient flax for its own linen industries 
with a surplus for foreign linen makers. It 
also has wool for its woolen industries, but 
its cotton milis are ilargeiy dependent On the 
foreign supply. chiefiy from the United 
States. The Russian cotton fabrics are 
manufactured mamily for domestic consump- 
tion and do not enter materially into foreign 
trade. 

The agricultural resources are as varied 
as the climate and the soil. Siberian wheat 
has great possibilities, though American 
wheat growers no longer fear its competi 
tion. Russ in. in one sense, is able to feed 
itself and partly to clothe itself. At a live- 
stock exhibit in Petrograd (St. Petersburg) 
it was claimed that enough live stoc was 
raised within the borders of the empire to 
feed the entire population 5 

The wool exports are large, as are also 
those of hides and skins. The wool indus- 
try centers chiefly at Odessa, and the tribu- 
tary district, including Bessarabia. Russia 
also produces bops for export, and some 
bariey and rye, as well as dairy products. 

The cotton area in all parts of the empire 
now aggregates approximately 2,000,000 
acres. It spreads over Transcaspia and 
Transcaucasia, Bokhara, Samarkand and 
Turkestan. The hopes of an increase in 
production center chiefly in Turkestan, 
where about 300,000 acres are now under 
cultivation. 

The Beet-sugar ‘industry. 


— 


Beet sugar is one of the most important of 
the agricultural industries. The beet is cul- 
tivated in various parts of the empire, but 
the larger districts are along the Black Sea 
and in Poland. The Russian production of 
beet sugar is more than sufficient for do- 
mestic consumption. Russia was a party to 
the Brussels convention, under which boun- 
ties were regulated.

The agricultural department is most 
watchful of the agricultural interests. 
Among the paternal measures which it su- 
ipervises are the establishment of govern- 
ment grain warehouses. Some of these are 
in the Amur River region and in other sec 
tions of Siberia. As the name indicates, 
(colonization within the limits of the empire 
‘is one of the functions of this department. 
Its activities have transferred a huge popu-

|sia. A third of a century ago the colonists 
were taken by sea from Odessa to Viadi- 
vostok, the Pacific port of Siberia, a pretty 
long voyage.

Russia's trade with the United States in 
the past has not been extensive, yet it has 
been too vaiuabie for either country to per- 
mit it to be lost. Russia’s market in the 
future promises to be immensely more valu- 
able.

|tweén the two countries was abrogated will 
again arise.

President Taft, by anticipating the action

{matic usage, avoided any ground for com- 
plaint on the part of Russia as to the man- 
ner of abrogation. The international amen 
ties were observed, and Russia showed its

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The method of administration is to give one 
tablespoonful for each twelve birds daily in 
a wet mash and continue thig for a week or 
two longer if necessary. 

Insects injurious to fowl life and nega- 
tive to profitable poultry culture are more 
or less in evidence everywhere: it is only 
when they become sufficiently numerous to 
enter the danger line that they become a 
matter demanding attention. The experi- 
enced breeder is ever on the alert to keep 
them down below that line. 

There are a few poultry farms in this 
country that turn off an annual gross prod- 
uct of from $50,000 to $70,000. There are a 
correspondingly larger number that do a 
business ranging below the former: what 
the net profits are on these large farms we 
have no means of knowing, but that it will 
average with other lines of activity goes 
without saying. From these dimensions the 
descent is all the way to the fellow who 
makes a bare living and the fellow who fails 
at the game. Invariably, it is up to the 
man. 

The proper handling of birds is a matter 
of more than passing moment, especially if 
the particular specimen in question is one of 
quality. Of course much depends on the fa- 
miliarity between fowls and their keeper— 
the tamer the birds are the easier is the op- 
eration. Approach the bird from behind, 
place both hands firmly and quickly over the 
wing joints, then slip the right hand down 
and secure the legs firmly. All fluttering 
will thus be avoided, and the bird, held by 
the legs with the left hand, will offer no 
resistance. Preferably the handling of birds 
should be done after dark. 

Here are two good fattening rations: 1 
part ground hulled oats, 2 parts wheat bran, 
3 parts corn meal, 1 part meat scrap. The 
other: 5 parts corn meal, 4 parts wheat 
middlings, 2 parts ground hulled oats, and 
1 part meat scrap and moisten with sour 
milk to the consistency of a batter. 
System is as essential in the poultry bust 
ness as it is in banking, manufacturing and 
merchandizing. Have a specific time in 
which to observe and carry out every daily 
operation on the ranch; have a system of 
accounts that will show you “where you are 
at; and take our word for it you will soon 
discover the leaks and know where the mar- 
gin of profit lies. 
The following from the pen of Andrew 
Lang is not so bad: “When a goose lays an 
egg, she just waddles off as if she is 
ashamed of it—bé@cause she is a goose. 
When a hen lays an egg, she calls heaven 
and earth to witness it. The hen is a natu- 
ral-born advertiser. Hence the demand for 
hens’ eggs exceeds the demand for goose 
eggs, and the hen has all the business she 
can attend to.” 

Relic of Napoleon Days.

[Washington Star:] To grow good broil- 
ers there should be dry quarters provided, 
thoroughly cooked food, comfortable heat 
(not too high nor too low,) regularity in 
feeding, cleanliness and good light. The 
chicks must be induced to take plenty of ex- 
ercise. Some broiler raisers are finding 
great virtue in cottonseed oil. It is claimed 
that, while it does not fatten, it puts on flesh. 
The breast of the broiler at ten weeks old, 
it is said, will be as plump as a partridge 
if a small amount of the cottonseed meal is 
given daily. One of the most practical 
broiler experts the first day gives nothing 
but wheat bran to peck at. The next day 
rolied oats is given, and this is continued 
until the chicks are ten days old, keeping 
dry bran, charcoal, and fine oyster shell by 
them all the time. The chicks are fed every 
two hours, all they will eat up clean. After 
ten days he feeds a moist mash, in the morn- 
and evening, composed of cornmeal, mid- 
dling, bran and ground oats, with meat 
scraps in proportion to the age of the chicks. 
It is the best to give these parts by weight. 
At noon he feeds wheat or cracked corn, and 
keeps green stuff by them, so they can eat 
all they want, until the last two weeks. 

{New York Sun: The heaviest hen is not 
apt to be the greatest producer. Where 
birds are bred according to the standard, 
there are times when weight will affect the 
egg producing qualities. It is not the big 
hen that lays the big eggs nor lots of them. 
Take the medium sized hen and you will 
find, other things being equal, that she is a 
persistent layer of fair sized eggs. The big 
egg does not always come from the great 
layer. The heavy laying hen will lay a me- 
dium sized egg, but as you get plenty of 
them, and as eggs are sold by the dozen, 
these are the ones you are after. Watch 
your birds carefully and know what they are 
doing as to egg production. You may be 
surprised to find that some great big hen 
which was your pride is a poor layer. The 
trap nest will tell the story for you and it 
would pay to install them if you are in the 
market egg business. 


[Philadelphia Record:] War has advanced 
all feeds, and with it poultry equipment; 
lumber is no cheaper. With chances of no 
change except at a slight increase, with 
these things facing the poultry-raiser now 
and during the year 1915, good management 
is essential, and with this will come a good 
profit. But the poorly-managed flock will 
suffer a greater loss than ever before. Few 
poultry keepers can stand the feed bill of a 
winter unless the flock is producing. The 
laying of the fowls during the spring and 
summer will hardly balance the outlay paid 
in feed and care during the winter. This 
means that the wise poultry-keeper will dis- 
pose of all fowls over 2 years of age and 
pullets hatched so late in the season that 
they will not mature and lay until spring. 
They should be sold at once, even if sold on 
the open market at the figures quoted at the 
time of the sale. To keep any but producers 
will mean a loss that can hardly be re- 
gained. 

[Baltimore American:] Judging from the 
great popular interest being taken in the 
various laying competitions and the records 
made by individual hens, a vast number of 
poultry plants will be equipped this year 
with trap nests. These appliances should 
be installed at once. It is especially desir- 
able to identify the early layers, as these 
are likely to make the highest records and 
certainly will produce eggs having the great- 
est value. Any delay in getting the nests 
into operation causes loss of these important 


the chances are that you will be better sat- 
isfied at the end of the season than if cheap, 
haphazard-bred stock had been purchased. 
There are many good breeders of high-class _ 
poultry, and they are not always the largest 
producers of stock, nor are they on the 
largest poultry farms. One often hears that 
in buying stock from well-known breeders 
(either large or small) the purchasers fee! 
they must pay for the breeders’ reputation. 
Why not? The breeder with a reputation 
has stock of merit to back it, or he could 
not have gained the reputation in the show- 
room or egg basket, or perhaps both. The 
haphazard breeder of either fancy or so- 
called utility fowls cannot make an honest 
reputation, and hence this class of poultry 
keeper cannot demand a figure much above 
the market price, or, if they do demand a 
good price, they cannot obtain it because of 
the fact that there is no foundation behind 
their claims. There are plenty of good 
breeders of different varieties of poultry in 
every zone, and the prices asked for breed- 
ing stock, day-old chicks, or hatching eggs, 
are always within reason according to the 
merit of their fowls.

Dangers From Rare Meat. 


Everybody knows that it Is dangerous to 
eat raw pork; and apparently very little of 
it is eaten in this country. And yet new 
cases of the disease, trichinosis, for Which 
raw-pork-eating alone has been held respon- 
sible, continue to appear.

Nuts and Fruits. 
DIETARIES OF TWO WHO SUB- 
SIST ON THEM. 


By Edward B. Warman, A. M. 

I am often asked as to the right quantity 
and proportions of nuts and fruits for a 
daily dietary exclusive of all other foods. I 
cannot speak from personal experience, but 
give herewith the bills of fare as followed 
by two persons who subsist wholly on this 
diet. The menus, it will be observed, differ 
substantially and substantially differ. The 
quantity given is for one meal, the same for 
dinner as for breakfast—omitting luncheon: 

1. Double handful of shelled nuts, fif- 
teen dates, one apple, one orange; two or 
three apples before retiring. Vary the 
fruits and nuts according to season. 

2. Three ounces of shelled nuts, six to 
twelve dates, four figs, two bananas, one or 
two apples or oranges, one or two glasses 
of milk. Fruits in season. 

The latter, by the use of milk, cannot be 
said to be strictly either fruitarian or nut- 
arian; the former depends solely upon the 
juices of the fruits for the necessary liquids. 
There is no distillation equal to that of the 
sun-kissed fruits. 

While the foregoing dietary has in each 
case been tried and found satisfactory and 
efficient, I question the wisdom of it for a 
steady diet. The argument of those who 
insist that man should live on fruits and 
nuts alone, without their necessary comple- 
ment of grains and vegetables, has no physi- 
ological basis. 

Not long ago, at a noted vegetarian sana- 
torium, the stomach of a prominent advo- 
cate of the fruit and nut doctrine was ex- 
amined. “It was found to be greatly dilated 
and almost inert. . 

The exclusive use of fruits and nuts as a 
diet give no: work to many of the organs 
supplied for the disposal of the food. If the 
advocates of this doctrine could convert the 
world to their theories, it is easy to see how 
the stomach would soon become an inert sac 
for the deposit of fruit juices. | 

It is, however, a clean and nutritious diet 
and wholly uric-acid free. It must be ad- 
mitted that nuts are the most nourishing of 
all foods. A pound of nuts contains more 
nutrient material than a pound of any other 
known food substance; therefore, should be 
eaten with less concentrated foods. 

Too much cannot be said in favor of fresh 
fruits. The salts, in which the fruits are 
so rich, aid greatly in building up bone, 
blood cell and muscle. The starch of fresh 
fruits, through the action of the sun, is made 
ready for immediate assimilation, while the 
juices of the fruits have undergone the most 
thorough and the most natural process of 
distillation. 

The fruit and nut diet can be highly rec- 
ommended as a change, temporarily, for one 
who habitually indulges in the heavier and 
richer foods. 

Hand Tremors—“Writers’ Cramp.” 


Trembling of the hands is not only un- 
pleasant, but unprofitable, for one who is

was brought to my notice but a few days 
ago. There are two things to consider in 
order to secure freedom from this affliction: 
the oneeis physical; the other is mental. 
The latter result is the result of the for- 


mer; the dwelling, mentally, on the condi- | 


tion that exists physically. 

Hand trembling, an affliction akin to 
“writers’ cramp,” is apt to result from the 
long-continued exercise or ube of certain 
muscles and the neglect of others. The 
worst feature of this trouble is its trick of 
coming on mal apropos; I. e., at the very 


time when steadiness of hand would be most 


desirable. The twitch of a map finisher’s 
muscles may throw a national frontier a 
hundred miles out of treat, Mnes; or type 
words may by a single twitch of the mus- 
cles, get “glued together” like the nouns of 
the Volapuk craze. 

Of physical remedies, hot baths afford 
only temporary relief, and drugs might as 
well be prescribed to a stutterer, but there 
is one never-failing, mechanical or physical 
specific; viz., the grapple-swing cure. 

Procure a couple of iron rings about five 
inches in diameter, and, fasten each on the 
end of a rope (as in the gymnasium,) high 
enough to keep the feet off the ground when 
dangling by one hand. At first you may 
be able to do this only a few seconds, but 
practice will raise the score to a minute or 
more. By that time the tremors will have 
vanished for the next half-year or year or 
more. 

If you haye access to the limb of a tree, 
strong enough to bear your weight and high 
enough from the ground to clear the feet, 
you may dispense with the expense of the 
rings. Take a firm hold with both hands 
until you get the right grip with the right 
hand, then swing loose the left. , 

Having taken this special exercise for a 
specific purpose, see that your mental atti- 
tude is one of expectancy—expecting that 
which you desire—not the recurrence of the 
difficulty. That which you expect—not 
merely hope for that you will get, be it 
good or bad. 

You may ask: “Why, then, would not 
the psychic be enough of itself?” It would 
if you new the law well enough to apply it 
in faith, believing. I always believe in 
using physical means (drugless) conjointly 
with the psychic. The co-operation of the 
two will bring results quicker and make 
them more lasting; besides, the majority of 
persons are so constituted that they must 
have something tangible in order to bolster 
up their faith. A physician’s advice would 
ofttimes suffice, but he, knowing the frail- 
ties of human nature, gives you a powder 
or pill or bottle or prescription and you go
